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JOSEPHINE  ETHEL  WOOD 

lyilSS  JOSIE  WOOD  passed  to  her  rest  early  on  Sunday,  4th  April,  1965, 

after  forty-six  years  of  work  for  the  blind  of  South  Africa. 

She  was  born  in  Grahamstown  in  January,  1874,  and  was  the  daughter 
of  George  Samuel  Wood  (its  first  Mayor  and  the  son  of  1820  Settlers).  She 
was  educated  at  the  Diocesan  School  for  Girls  and  later  took  a Teacher’s 
Certificate.  For  a time  she  taught  her  niece  and  nephew  in  Johannesburg,  then, 
after  travelling  in  England  and  on  the  Continent,  she  settled  in  Grahamstown. 

For  some  years  she  interested  herself  in  Painting  and  Wood-carving  and 
she  always  had  the  care  and  frequently  the  nursing  of  her  invalid  mother  and 
two  delicate  sisters.  In  1918,  when  Spanish  influenza  swept  over  the  world, 
Grahamstown  was  hard  hit  and  Miss  Wood,  with  others,  nursed  the  Africans 
in  the  Location.  It  was  here  that  she  met  Miss  Comber,  who  had  come  out 
from  England  with  a few  Braille  volumes. 

She  began  the  South  African  Library  for  the  Blind  with  these  volumes 
circulated  from  her  own  house,  in  March,  1919.  The  work  grew  to  such  pro- 
portions that  in  1923  she  called  a meeting  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Grahams- 
town, who  formed  a Committee  to  draw  up  a Trust  Deed  providing  for  a 
Council  to  administer  the  Library.  In  1925,  the  present  building  was  opened 
by  Adv.  R.  W.  Bowen  and  in  1955  a large  extension  was  added,  while  a 
further  room  was  built  on  in  1964. 

Miss  Wood  was  uniquely  fitted  for  the  work  of  developing  an  institution 
which  serves  all  blind  people  in  South  Africa,  regardless  of  race,  creed  or 
colour.  Her  energy,  pertinacity  and  resource  ensured  that  help  was  forth- 
coming whenever  needed  and  whatever  work  has  been  done,  she  has  been  the 
directing  and  inspiring  genius  of  it  all.  Her  sense  of  humour  and  her  interest 
in  a wide  variety  of  subjects  endeared  her  to  everyone  she  met. 

She  was  one  of  the  first  people  in  South  Africa  to  make  use  of  the  radio 
for  making  known  the  opportunities  open  to  the  blind,  as  she  broadcast  an 
account  of  the  Library  in  1926.  Four  years  later,  she  visited  Britain  to  see 
for  herself  the  work  being  done  for  blind  people  there  in  order  to  apply  those 
methods  to  South  Africa  wherever  possible.  Unlike  so  many  older  people,  she 
was  always  ready  to  move  with  the  times  and  when,  at  the  age  of  87,  she 
heard  of  the  new  type  of  tape  book,  she  immediately  made  further  enquiries 
and  saw  to  it  that  it  was  included  among  the  forms  of  reading  provided  by  the 
Library. 

Not  only  did  she  provide  books  for  the  blind,  but  she  helped  them  to 
obtain  employment  and  to  sell  crafts  produced  at  home.  She  also  encouraged 
them  to  further  their  education.  Many  Civilian  Blind  Societies  owe  their 
existence  to  her  inspiration  and  she  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  South 
African  National  Council  for  the  Blind,  of  which  she  became  Life  President 
in  1952. 

Other  honours  conferred  upon  her  were  an  Honorary  Master  of  Arts 
Degree  of  Rhodes  University  (1952),  a Token  of  Esteem  from  the  Rotary 
Club  of  Grahamstown  (1955)  and  an  Honorary  Fellowship  of  the  South 
African  Library  Association  (1961).  In  1962,  she  became  the  first  Freeman 
of  the  City  of  Grahamstown  and  in  1963  she  received  the  R.  W.  Bowen  medal 


lor  “meritorious  service  to  the  blind”  from  the  South  African  National  Council 
for  the  Blind. 

She  has  given  the  blind  people  of  South  Africa  a lifetime  of  loving  service 
and  an  extensive  Library.  Hundreds  of  blind  will  carry  her  name  in  their 
hearts  for  helping  to  lighten  their  darkness.  She  needs  no  other  monument 
than  the  Library  which  she  founded. 

ANNUAL  MEETING,  24th  March,  1965 

The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  in  St.  George’s  Hall  on  Wednesday,  24th 
March,  1965,  at  4 p.m.  The  Chairman  (Mr.  Acting  Justice  D.  D.  V. 
Kannemeyer)  welcomed  90  subscribers  and  friends.  He  expressed  the  Coun- 
cil’s pleasure  that  the  President  of  the  Library,  The  Hon.  O.  H.  Hoexter,  was 
able  to  be  present.  He  much  regretted  the  absence  of  Miss  Wood,  owing  to 
failing  health  and  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  greetings  from  the  meeting 
should  be  sent  to  her.  An  apology  for  absence,  good  wishes  and  an  apprecia- 
tion of  the  work  of  the  Library  were  received  from  Mr.  A.  B.  W.  Marlow, 
Chairman  of  the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind. 

The  Annual  Report  was  read  and  adopted  and  the  Hon.  Treasurer  gave 
a brief  report  when  presenting  the  Balance  Sheet  and  Statement  of  Accounts, 
which  were  adopted. 

In  introducing  the  Guest  Speaker,  Mr.  R.  F.  Thomas,  the  Public  Relations 
Officer  of  the  S.A.  Blind  Workers’  Organisation  for  the  Eastern  Cape  and 
Border,  the  Chairman  said  how  very  pleased  he  was  to  welcome  him,  as  the 
Library  owed  so  much  to  the  organisation  that  he  represented. 

Mr.  Thomas  said  he  had  been  a member  of  the  Library  for  26  years 
and  had  never  been  without  a book,  so  he  wished  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
thoroughness  of  the  library  staff.  He  gave  a most  interesting  address  on  the 
work  of  the  S.A.  Blind  Workers’  Organisation  from  its  foundation  in  1946, 
explaining  that  its  chief  aim  was  to  turn  blind  pensioners  into  taxpayers  by 
placing  them  in  employment  in  the  open  labour  market.  Approximately  400 
had  been  so  placed  by  the  Organisation.  During  the  course  of  his  own  work, 
he  had  frequently  been  able  to  put  people  into  touch  with  the  Library. 


ASSISTANT  SECRETARY’S  REPORT,  1964 


This  has  been  a quiet  year,  with  no 
changes  among  Council  members  or  staff, 
I am  glad  to  say.  We  are  very  sorry 
that  Miss  Wood  is  at  present  unable 
to  come  down  to  the  Library,  on  account 
of  ill-health.  Her  vital  personality  is 
greatly  missed. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
development  of  the  Tape  Library,  while 
the  Braille  Department  continued  to 
supply  its  many  keen  readers  and  the 


Disc  Department  showed  a smaller  drop 
in  membership  than  was  anticipated. 
Thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  hli 
members  of  the  staff,  the  Library  has  run 
very  smoothly. 

VAN  SCHALKWIJK  WING 
On  February  14th,  we  were  delighted 
to  welcome  Dr.  Walter  Cohen  (Chair- 
man) and  Mr.  S.  K.  Wentworth  (General 
Secretary)  of  the  S.A.  National  Council 
for  the  Blind.  Dr  Cohen  opened  the  Van 
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Schalkwijk  Wing  of  the  Library,  which 
houses  the  tape  books.  The  plaques  in 
memory  of  Dr.  Van  Schalkwijk,  on  one 
of  the  inner  walls  of  this  wing,  are 
made  of  Drostdy  tiles — white  writing  on 
a deep  blue  tile.  Two  of  the  tiles  are 
in  Braille  and  two  in  script.  It  has  been 
a great  help  to  have  this  extra  space  and 
the  Library  Council  is  most  grateful  to 
the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind 
for  making  the  money  from  the  Van 
Schalkwijk  Memorial  Fund  available  for 
this  purpose. 

INTERDEPARTMENTAL 

COMMITTEE 

The  members  of  the  Interdepartmental 
Committee  of  Enquiry  into  Tape  aids 
for  the  Blind  (appointed  by  the  Minister 
of  Education,  Arts  and  Science  to  investi- 
gate the  production  and  distribution  of 
all  types  of  literature  for  the  blind) 
visited  the  Library  during  October.  In 
December,  two  members  of  the  Library 
Council  met  them  for  discussions  in  Pre- 
toria. Many  thought-provoking  questions 
were  asked  and  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee’s findings  should  prove  very 
interesting. 

IN  MEMORIAM 

The  death  of  one  of  our  Patrons 
(Mr.  T.  B.  Bowker,  M.P.)  was  a great 
loss  to  the  Library.  We  also  heard  with 
sorrow  of  the  deaths  of  three  ex-members 
of  the  staff.  Miss  Gladys  Krause  was 
Miss  Wood's  assistant  when  the  Library 
was  still  at  her  own  house  (before  1924) 
and  continued  working  until  1948.  She 
helped  to  lay  the  firm  foundation  on 
which  the  Library  has  risen  and  she  took 
a personal  interest  in  all  the  readers, 
some  of  whom  still  enquire  after  her. 
Mrs.  A.  Bodmer  was  the  first  person 
to  be  in  charge  of  the  Disc  Library, 
when  it  became  big  enough  to  be  separ- 
ated from  the  Braille  Department  in 
1937,  and  she,  too,  became  a personal 
friend  of  the  readers.  Mrs.  J.  C. 
Williamson  came  to  our  aid  after  the 
resignation  of  Miss  Espin  and  did 


splendid  work  with  the  accounts  and 
correspondence.  Another  sad  event  was 
the  death,  in  an  accident,  of  one  of  our 
readers  (Mr.  J.  Tennant).  He  was  the 
first  blind  South  African  to  write  his 
matriculation  examination  (in  1926), 
thanks  to  the  special  arrangements  made 
for  him  through  Miss  Wood. 

STUDENTS 

This  year  the  Library  staff  have  had 
the  interest  of  helping  the  first  blind 
student  at  Rhodes  University  (Mr.  Max 
Kowen).  We  are  most  grateful  to  the 
National  Library  for  the  Blind  and  the 
Students’  Library  of  the  Royal  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind  (both  in  London), 
which  have  helped  us  tremendously  in 
the  provision  of  Braille  books  for  him. 
We  have  found  Braillists  to  transcribe 
notes  and  examination  papers  and  we 
are  extremely  grateful  to  Miss  Canning 
and  Miss  Newby  for  doing  this,  some- 
times at  very  short  notice.  We  are 
helping  an  increasing  number  of  students 
at  other  universities.  The  most  popular 
subjects  are  Law,  Music  and  Physio- 
therapy. 

Two  of  our  readers  (Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Walter  Cohen)  represented  South  Africa 
at  the  meeting  of  the  World  Council 
for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  in  America 
in  July  and  we  would  like  to  con- 
gratulate Dr.  Cohen  on  being  appointed 
Chairman  of  the  Braille  Committee  of 
the  World  Council. 

S.A.  NATIONAL  COUNCIL 
FOR  THE  BLIND 

The  Library  was  represented  at  the 
Biennial  Conference  of  the  S.A. 
National  Council  for  the  Blind  by  Mr. 
H.  Goodwin,  Mrs.  W.  Laurie  and  Miss 
M.  Spurling.  No  resolutions  directly 
affecting  the  Library  were  passed,  but 
the  delegates  found  the  reports  on  the 
very  varied  work  of  the  Council  and  its 
affiliated  societies  most  stimulating.  The 
help  given  throughout  the  year  by  Dr. 
W.  Cohen  (Immediate  Past  Chairman), 
Mr.  S.  K.  Wentworth  (Director)  and  Mr.

J.  Ellis  (Public  Relations  Officer)  o[  the 
National  Council  is  very  much  appre- 
ciated. We  welcome  Mr.  A.  B.  W. 
Marlow  as  Chairman  and  know  that  we 
can  rely  upon  him  to  continue  the 
Council's  tradition  of  co-operation  with 
the  Library. 

VISITORS 

Among  our  visitors  this  year  was 
Professor  Brummel  of  the  University  of 
Amsterdam,  who  was  especially  inter- 
ested in  our  tape  cassettes,  as  these  are 
not  in  use  in  Holland.  We  were  very 
pleased  to  see  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  J.  J. 
Kruger  (known  to  many  blind  people 
as  "Mr.  and  Mrs.  Braille”,  on  account 
of  their  wonderful  work  for  Braille 
Services).  We  are  greatly  indebted  to 
them  both  for  providing  many  Afrikaans 
books  and  binding  English  ones.  Another 
welcome  visitor  was  Mr.  J.  Marais,  who 
is  really  a foundation  member  of  the 
Library,  as  he  received  books  from  Miss 
Comber  before  she  handed  over  the 
nucleus  of  the  present  Library  to  Miss 
Wood  in  1919.  Several  parties  of  child- 
ren visited  us  and  also  a group  of  the 
teachers  attending  a conference  in  Gra- 
hamstown. 

PUBLICITY 

Talks  on  the  Library  were  given  to 
the  trainees  at  the  Military  Camp,  the 
Rhodes  University  Social  Science  Club, 
the  Epworth  Society  of  Kingswood  Col- 
lege, Toe  H and  the  Wesley  Men’s 
League.  The  last  two  groups  visited  the 
Library  and  showed  great  interest  in  the 
technical  work  involved  in  copying  tape 
books.  Such  opportunities  of  demonstrat- 
ing the  work  of  the  Library  are  wel- 
comed by  the  staff,  as  we  feel  that  there 
are  still  people  unknown  to  us  who 
should  be  benefiting  from  our  services. 

DONATIONS 

We  are  grateful  for  many  gifts,  which 
are  listed  elsewhere  in  this  report.  We 
would  like  to  thank  Rotary  Clubs  again 
for  their  support  of  our  Tape  Library 


and  also  the  S.A.  National  Council  for 
the  Blind  for  a substantial  grant.  The 
Robert  Niven  Trust  and  the  Charles 
Crewe  Trust  have  greatly  augmented  our 
income  and  special  mention  must  also 
be  made  of  donations  from  the  Oranje- 
mund  Cine  and  Photographic  Club,  the 
Rhodes  Rag  Fund  and  the  M.O.T.H.s 
and  M.O.T.H.W.A.s  of  Grahamstown.  A 
most  welcome  donation  for  Braille  books 
has  been  received  from  the  Roodepoort 
Community  Chest.  Thanks  to  represen- 
tations made  by  Braille  Services,  we  have 
received  a substantial  donation  from  the 
Pretoria  City  Council. 

STREET  COLLECTIONS 

The  31  street  collections  organised  for 
us  this  year  brought  in  a total  of 
Rl,025,  a small  increase  on  the  amount 
raised  last  year.  Once  again,  we  express 
our  sincere  gratitude  to  the  hard-work- 
ing people  who  organise  these  collections. 
Grahamstown  and  the  Strand  headed  the 
list  with  over  RlOO  each. 

COLLECTING  BOXES 

Collecting  Boxes  at  Public  Libraries 
continue  to  bring  in  a welcome  contribu- 
tion and  we  are  grateful  to  those  respon- 
sible for  them.  The  boxes  in  Pieter- 
maritzburg and  Port  Elizabeth  did 
especially  well. 

GIFTS  IN  KIND

270 
volumes  came  from  the  National  Library 
in  London,  86  from  the  Morelig  Press 
of  the  School  for  the  Blind,  Worcester, 
and  the  rest  from  individuals  and 
societies.

London,  the  Congregation  of  the  Gere- 
formeerde  Kerk,  Lyttleton,  the  Jewish 
Board  of  Deputies,  Lions  International, 
Nigel  Rotary  Anns,  Roodepoort  Rotary 
Club,  Heidelburg  Rotary  Club,  Germis- 
ton  Round  Table,  Miss  A.  Cunningham, 
Mrs.  H.  J.  M.  Nieuwoudt  and  the  late 
Mrs.  Middleton  and  Mr.  P.  Kruger. 

OTHER  HELP 

We  would  like  to  express  our  appre- 
ciation of  the  help  received  from  Civi- 
lian Blind  Societies,  the  Lighthouse  Club, 
Cape  Town,  the  Librarian  and  Staff  of 
the  Grahamstown  Public  Library,  and 
Rhodes  University  Library,  Messrs.

BRAILLE  AND  MOON 
DEPARTMENT 

12,367  volumes  and  5,225  magazines 
were  circulated  to  373  readers.  On  31st 
December,  the  stock  of  Braille  and 
Moon  books  stood  at  21,843  volumes 
(including  Music),  613  of  these  had 
been  given  and  585  bought  during  the 
year. 

We  continue  to  rely  very  much  on 
Braille  Services  for  our  Afrikaans 
Braille  and  for  the  binding  of  our  Eng- 
lish Braille.  The  fact  that  we  are 
allowed  50  per  cent,  discount  enables  us 
to  increase  our  stock  more  rapidly  and 


we  are  very  grateful  for  this.  162 
volumes  (52  titles)  of  Afrikaans  Braille 
were  received  from  Braille  Services. 

Until  1964,  we  had  only  one  Bantu 
Braille  book  (a  portion  of  the  Bible), 
but  Braille  Services  are  now  producing 
them  and  we  have  already  received 
“Maroba”  (Sepedi)  and  “Mntanami! 
Mntanami!”  (Zulu)  and  we  look  forward 
to  receiving  more  in  1965. 

Our  voluntary  transcribers  continue  to 
supplement  our  stock  of  English  Braille, 
with  special  emphasis  on  books  with  a 
South  African  background  and  also  notes 
for  students.  Mrs.  Bruce,  Miss  Canning, 
Miss  Craig  and  Mrs.  Gee  are  responsible 
for  the  proof-reading.  Unfortunately,  the 
number  of  transcribers  is  diminishing 
and  not  as  many  new  transcribers  as  we 
would  wish  are  coming  forward.  We  con- 
gratulate Mrs.  J.  Cohen  and  Mr.  L.  A. 
Staegemann  on  passing  their  Braille  tests 
and  we  look  forward  to  receiving 
volumes  from  them.

DISC  DEPARTMENT 
In  spite  of  the  gradual  change-over  to 
tape  books,  we  still  had  191  disc 
readers  at  the  end  of  the  year  (only  24 
less  than  at  the  end  of  1963).  83,686 

records  in  8,105  volumes  were  circu- 
lated and  our  stock  consists  of  26,107 
records  (representing  1,864  books). 
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TAPE  DEPARTMENT 

The  number  of  tape  readers  at  the 
end  of  1964  was  127  and  this  will  rise 
very  soon  when  answers  to  letters  offer- 
ing tape-players  have  been  received. 
There  are  756  recorded  cassettes,  cover- 
ing 290  titles.  During  the  year,  4,054 
books  in  3,475  cassettes  were  circulated. 
Our  sincere  tbanks  go  to  Mr.  Goodwin 
for  proof-reading  the  tape  books  and  to 
Mr.  R.  R.  Levey  for  technical  help. 
The  copying  machine  has  been  improved 
by  the  substitution  of  a new  motor  for 
the  original  one  and  it  is  hoped  to  speed 
up  the  production  of  the  books  now 
that  more  master  tapes  are  available. 
The  co-operation  of  the  Nuffield  Library 
for  the  Blind  has  benefited  us  enor- 
mously in  building  up  the  tape  library 
and  we  are  very  grateful.  Tape-Aids  for 
the  Blind  kindly  helped  by  recording 
OLD  FOUR-LEGS  by  Professor  J.  L. 
B.  Smith  especially  for  us.  The  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Tape  Library  of  the  Rho- 
desian Society  for  the  Blind  and  Physi- 
cally Handicapped  in  exchanging  master 
tapes  and  cassettes  has  been  a great 
help. 

CONTINUITY 

Looking  back  over  the  45  years  cover- 
ing the  Library’s  history,  one  is  struck 
by  the  continuity  that  has  been  main- 
tained: for  instance,  the  Victoria  Girls’ 


High  School  and  the  Albany  Divisional 
Council  (and  others)  contributed  to  our 
funds  in  1925  and  they  are  still  doing 
so.  Miss  Daisy  Lang  continues  to  inspire 
people  to  try  their  hands  at  Braille, 
despite  its  intricacies,  which  sometimes 
frighten  the  newly-blind.  The  Rev.  J.  S. 
Lister,  one  of  our  earliest  readers, 
helps  by  giving  us  a resume  of  some  of 
the  lesser-known  books. 

Four  members  of  the  staff  have  been 
working  at  the  Library  for  between  10 
and  15  years,  while  Miss  Levick  has 
completed  27  years  of  service.  She  has 
been  given  three  months’  special  leave, 
which  she  intends  spending  in  England. 

It  is  a far  cry  from  raising  funds  by 
pyramid  teas  and  croquet  tournaments 
to  bop  sessions  and  mannequin  parades, 
but  our  friends  continue  to  find  new  ways 
of  helping  us  and  we  go  on  expanding, 
from  the  circulation  of  3,000  volumes  of 
Braille  in  1925  to  the  24,000  parcels 
containing  Braille,  Mon,  Disc-  and  Tape- 
books  in  1964.  It  would  be  interesting 
to  know  whether  the  Library’s  services 
will  still  be  required  in  2000  A.D.  or 
whether,  by  then,  every  blind  person 
will  be  supplied,  at  a reasonable  cost, 
with  some  small  gadget  which  enables 
him  to  read  ordinary  print.  Until  then, 
our  aim  is  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times 
and  to  provide  the  best  reading  material 
that  is  available. 
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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  HONORARY  TREASURER,  1964 

|N  moving  Ihe  adoption  of  the  Revenue  and  Expenditure  Account  for  the 
year  ended  the  31st  December,  1964,  and  the  Balance  Sheet  as  at  that 

date,  I would  offer  the  following  comments  on  these  Aecounts; — 

1.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Library  has  incurred  an  excess  of  Expenditure 
over  Income  of  R5, 1 22.42; 

2.  Funds  received  during  the  year  from  Bequests  were  R2,900.95  less  than 
in  the  previous  year; 

3.  The  Grant  of  R900  from  the  Department  of  Education,  Arts  and  Science 
has  been  credited  to  Capital  Account  as  this  is  in  the  nature  of  a 
"Special  Donation”; 

4.  Donations,  Subscriptions  and  Collections  have  been  maintained  at  a satis- 
factory level  and  we  are  more  than  grateful  for  your  continued  loyal 
support  of  the  Library.  How  very  necessary  this  is  if  we  are  to  continue 
the  magnificent  work  of  the  Library.  You  have  heard  from  the  Secretary 
the  progress  made  with  our  Tape  Library  but  although  we  have  some  750 
recorded  eassettes  we  require  an  ab.soiute  minimum  of  2,000.  As  we 
speed  up  production,  our  costs  must  inevitably  rise.  Our  Capital  require- 
ments are  far  in  excess  of  funds  in  hand  and  we  must  maintain  reserves 
to  cover  our  daily  working  costs.  1 am  sure  therefore  that  you  will 
forgive  us  if  we  urge  you  to  seek  new  supporters  for  the  Library  and 
continue  your  own  valued  assistance.

JOSEPHINE  ETHEL  WOOD 

lyfEJ.  JOSIE  WOOD  is  op  Sondag,  4 April  1965,  oorlede  nadat  sy  vir  ses- 

en-veertig  jaar  ten  bchocwe  van  die  blindes  in  Suid-Afrika  gearbei  bet. 

Sy  is  in  Januarie  1874  op  Grahamstad  gebore  en  was  die  dogter  van 
George  Samuel  Wood  (die  eerste  burgemeester  van  die  stad  en  die  seun  van 
1820  Sctlaars).  Sy  bet  liaar  opvoeding  by  die  Diocesan  School  for  Girls  geniet 
cn  bet  haar  later  as  onderwyseres  bekwaam.  Vir  ’n  tydlank  het  sy  op  Johan- 
nesburg aan  haar  niggie  en  neef  onderrig  gegee  en  toe,  na  ’n  reis  in  Engeland 
cn  op  die  vasteland,  het  sy  haar  op  Grahamstad  metterwoon  gevestig. 

Vir  etiike  jare  het  sy  in  die  skilderkuns  en  houtsnywerk  belang  gestel  en 
sy  was  altyd  belas  met  die  sorg  vir,  en  dikwels  ook  met  die  verpleging  van 
haar  sieklike  moeder  en  twee  tingere  susters. 

In  1918,  toe  die  Spaanse  Griep  oor  die  wereld  versprei  het,  is  Grahamstad 
swaar  gctref  en  het  mcj.  Wood,  saam  met  ander,  die  Bantoes  in  die  lokasie 
verpleeg.  Daar  het  sy  mej.  Comber,  wat  met  ’n  paar  Braille  boekdele  van 
Engeland  gekom  bet,  ontmoet. 

Met  hierdie  boekdele,  wat  vanaf  haar  eie  huis  in  omioop  gebring  is,  het 
sy  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  in  Maart  1919  begin.  Die  werk 
het  so  toegenecm  dat  sy  in  1923  "n  vergadering  bele  het  van  die  vooraanstaande 
burg  ers  van  Grahamstad  wat  ’n  komitee  aangestel  het  om  ’n  trustakte  op  te 
stel  wat  voorsiening  sou  maak  vir  ’n  Raad  om  die  Biblioteek  te  bestuur. 

In  1925  is  die  bestaande  gebou  deur  adv.  R.  W.  Bowen  geopen;  in  1955 
is  ’n  groot  deel  en  in  1964  nog  'n  kamer  aangebou.  Mej.  Wood  was  by 
uitstek  die  geskikte  persoon  om  die  uitbreiding  te  onderneem  van  ’n  stigting 
wat  diens  doen  vir  al  die  blindes  in  Suid-Afrika,  ongeag  hulle  ras,  geloof  of 
kleur.  Haar  geeskrag,  haar  volharding  en  haar  vindingrykheid  het  daarvoor 
gesorg  dat  die  nodige  hulp  altyd  op  hande  was  in  die  vorm  van  geld  of 
persoonlike  dienste.  Sy  het  haar  eie  ideale  by  haar  personeel  ingeboesem  en 
al  die  werk  wat  ookal  verrig  is  moet  toegeskryf  word  aan  haar  besturende  en 
besielende  gees.  Haar  humorsin  en  haar  belang  in  ’n  groot  verskeidenheid 
van  sake  het  haar  alom  bemind  gemaak. 

Sy  was  onder  die  eerstes  wat  die  radio  gebruik  het  om  die  kanse  van  die 
blindes  aan  hulle  bekend  te  maak,  want  in  1926  het  sy  ’n  verslag  van  die 
Biblioteek  uitgesaai.  Vier  jaar  later  het  sy  Brittanje  besoek  om  self  te  aanskou 
wat  daar  vir  die  blindes  gedoen  word  en  om,  waar  moontlik,  daardie  stelsels 
in  Suid-Afrika  toe  te  pas.  Anders  as  in  die  geval  van  soveel  oues  van  dae 
was  sy  altyd  op  die  hoogte  van  die  tyd  en  toe  sy  op  87-jarige  leeftyd  aehoor 
het  van  die  nuwe  bandopnameboek,  het  sy  onmiddelik  daarna  ondersoek 
ingestel  en  gesorg  dat  dit  deel  gcword  het  van  die  Biblioteek  se  leesstof. 

Sy  het  nie  net  aan  die  blindes  boeke  verskaf  nie;  sy  het  hulle  gehelp  om 
werk  te  kry  en  om  hulle  tuisgemaakte  handwerke  te  verkoop.  Sy  het  hulle 
ook  aangemoedig  om  verder  te  studeer.  Menige  burgerlike  vereniging  vir  die 
blindes  dank  sy  bestaan  aan  haar  besieling  en  sy  was  een  van  die  stigters  van 
die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes,  waarvan  sy  in  1952  die 
lewenslange  President  geword  het. 

Ander  eerbewyse  aan  haar  betoon  was  die  eregraad  Magister  Artium  van 
die  Universiteit  van  Rhodes  (1952),  ’n  ereblyk  van  die  Rotarier  Klub  van 
Grahamstad  (1955)  en  die  erclidmaatskap  van  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblio- 
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teeksvcreniging  (1961).  In  1962  het  sy  die  eerste  creburger  van  die  stad  Gra- 
hamstad  geword  en  in  1963  het  sy  vir  „waardevolle  dienste  aan  die  blindes” 
die  R.  W.  Bowen  erepenning  van  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Nasionale  Raad  vir 
Blindes  ontvang. 

Aan  die  blindes  van  Suid-Afrika  het  sy  ’n  lewenslange  liefdesdiens  gewy 
en  ’n  iiitgebreide  biblioteek  besorg.  Haar  naam  sal  in  die  harte  van  honderde 
blindes  bewaar  word  omdat  sy  gehelp  het  om  hul  donkerte  te  verlig.  Sy 
behoef  geen  ander  gedenkteken  as  die  Biblioteek  wat  sy  gestig  het. 


JAARVERGADERING,  24  Maart  1965 

J^IE  jaarvergadering  het  om  4 nm.  op  Woensdag  24  Maart  1965  in  die 

St.  George’s  Saal  plaasgevind.  Die  voorsitter  (Waarnemende  Regter  D.  D. 
V.  Kannemeyer)  het  die  90  intekenaars  en  vriende  welkom  geheet.  Hy  het  die 
Raad  se  genoee  betuig  omdat  die  President  van  die  Biblioteek,  sy  Edele  O.  H. 
Hoexter,  die  vergadering  kon  bywoon.  Hy  het  sy  groot  spyt  te  kenne  gegee 
oor  die  afwesigheid  van  Mej.  Wood  weens  agteruitgaande  gesondheid,  en  dit 
is  eenparig  besluit  om  die  groete  van  die  vergadering  aan  haar  te  stuur. 
Verskoning  vir  sy  afwesigheid,  sy  goeie  wense  en  sy  waardering  van  die  werk 
van  de  Biblioteek  is  ontvang  van  Mnr.  A.  B.  W.  Marlow,  die  voorsitter  van 
die  S.A.  Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes. 

Die  jaarverslag  is  gelees  en  aangeneem  en  die  ere-penningmeester  het 
kortliks  verslag  gedoen  toe  hy  die  balansstaat  en  die  rekeningstaat  voorgele 
het,  wat  ook  aangeneem  is. 

Die  voorsitter  het  Mnr.  R.  F.  Thomas,  die  skakelbeampte  van  die  S.A. 
Blinde  Werkers  Organisasie,  wat  genooi  is  om  die  vergadering  toe  te  spreek, 
aan  sy  gehoor  voorgestel  en  gese  dat  dit  horn  verheug  om  die  spreker  welkom 
te  heet  omdat  die  Biblioteek  soveel  aan  sy  organisasie  verskuldig  is. 

Mnr.  TTiomas  het  verklaar  dat  hy  al  vir  26  jaar  lid  van  die  Biblioteek  is 
en  dat  hy  nooit  sonder  ’n  boek  was  nie;  hy  wil  derhalwe  lof  toeswaai  aan  die 
personeel  van  die  Biblioteek  vir  hul  deeglikheid.  Hy  het  ’n  bale  interessante 
toespraak  gelewer  omtrent  die  werk  van  die  S.A.  Blinde  Werkers  Organisasie 
vanaf  sy  stigting  in  1946  en  het  verduidelik  dat  dit  sy  hoofdoel  is  om  pen- 
sioentrekkers  in  belastingbetalers  te  verander  deur  werkverskaffing  in  die  ope 
arbeidsmark.  Op  hierde  wyse  is  werk  alreeds  aan  omtrent  400  blindes  verskaf. 
In  die  loop  van  sy  eie  werk  het  hy  al  dikwels  daarin  geslaag  om  mense  met  die 
Biblioteek  in  aanraking  te  stel. 


VERSLAG  VAN  DIE  ASSISTENT-SEKRETARESSE,  1964 


Dit  is  vir  my  aangenaam  om  te  kan 
rapporteer  dat  dit  ’n  stil  jaar  was  met 
geen  veranderinge  op  die  Raad  of  die 
personeel  nie.  0ns  is  baie  jammer  dat 
mej.  Wood,  weens  ongesteldheid,  tans 
nie  de  Biblioteek  kan  besoek  nie.  Die 
afwesigheid  van  haar  lewenskragtige 
persoonlikheid  is  ’n  groot  gemis. 

Die  Bandbiblioteek  het  bestendig 


ontwikkel,  terwyl  die  Braille-Afdeling  nog 
steeds  in  die  behoeftes  van  sy  groot  en 
gretige  leserskring  voorsien  het,  en  die 
Plate-Afdeling  het  minder  lede  verloor 
as  wat  ons  verwag  het. 

VAN  SCHALKWI.IK-VLEUEL 
Dit  was  met  groot  genoee  dat  ons  op 
14  Februarie  vir  dr.  Walter  Cohen 
(Voorsitter)  en  mnr.  S.  K.  Wentworth 
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(Algemene  Sekretaris)  van  die  S.A. 
Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes  kon  ver- 
welkom.  Dr.  Cohen  het  die  Van 
Schalkwijk-Vleuel  van  die  Biblioteek, 
waar  die  bandboeke  gehou  word, 
geopcn.  Die  plaatjies,  donkerblou 
Drosldy-teels  met  wit  skrif  op,  ter 
nagedagtenis  aan  dr.  Van  Schalkwijk,  is 
op  cen  van  die  binnemure  van  hierdie 
vleuel  aangebring;  op  twee  van  die  teels 
is  die  bewoording  in  Braille  en  op  twee 
in  gewone  skrif.  Hierdie  ekstra  ruimte 
is  ’n  groot  hulp,  en  die  Biblioteekraad 
is  innig  dankbaar  dat  die  S.A.  Nasionale 
Raad  vir  Blindes  die  geld  van  die  Van 
Schalkwijk-Gedenkfonds  vir  hierdie  doel 
beskikbaar  gestel  het. 

INTERDEPARTEMENTELE 

KOMITEE 

Die  lede  van  die  Interdepartmentele 
Komitee  i.v.m.  Bandhulpmiddels  vir 
Blindes  (aangestel  deur  die  Minister  vir 
Opvoeding,  Runs  en  Wetenskap  om  die 
produksie  en  verspreiding  van  alle  tipes 
lektuur  vir  blindes  te  ondersoek)  het  die 
Biblioteek  in  Oktober  besoek.  Gedurende 
Desember  het  twee  lede  van  die  Biblio- 
teekraad hul  vir  besprekings  in  Pretoria 
ontmoet.  Baie  gedagteprikkelende  vrae 
is  gestel  en  die  Verslag  van  die  Komitee 
se  bevindings  behoort  interessant  te  wees. 

IN  MEMORIAM 

Die  Biblioteek  het  ’n  groot  verlies 
gely  in  die  heengaan  van  een  van  ons 
Beskermhere  (Mnr.  T.  B.  Bowker,  L.V.). 
Dit  is  ook  met  leedwese  dat  ons  van 
die  heengaan  van  drie  oud-personeel-lede 
verneem  het.  Mej.  Gladys  Krause  was 
mej.  Wood  se  assistente  toe  die  Biblio- 
teek nog  in  haar  eie  huis  was  (voor 
1924),  en  sy  het  tot  1948  aangebly.  Sy 
het  gehelp  om  die  stewige  fondament, 
waarop  die  Biblioteek  verrys  het,  te  le 
en  sy  het  ’n  persoonlike  belangstelling  in 
al  die  lesers  getoon;  sommige  lesers 
verneem  nog  na  haar.  In  1937,  toe  die 
platebiblioteek  genoeg  uitgebrei  het  om 
van  die  Braille-Afdeling  geskei  te  word, 
was  mev.  A.  Bodmer  die  eerste  persoon 


om  oor  die  afdeling  toesig  te  hou;  ook 
sy  het  ’n  persoonlike  vriendin  van  die 
lesers  geword.  Mev.  J.  C.  Williamson 
het  ons  te  hulp  gekom  nadat  mej.  Espin 
bedank  het:  sy  het  uitstekende  werk 
gelewer  i.v.m.  rekeninge  en  korres- 
pondensie.  Nog  ’n  tragiese  voorval  was 
die  dood  van  een  van  ons  lesers  (Mnr. 
J.  Tennant),  wat  in  ’n  ongeluk  omgekom 
het.  Hy  was  die  eerste  blinde  Suid- 
afrikaner  wat  vir  die  Matrikulasie- 
eksamen  ingeskryf  het  (1926),  dank  sy 
die  spesiale  reelings  wat  mej.  Wood  vir 
horn  getref  het. 

STUDENTE 

Vanjaar  het  die  personeel  van  die 
Biblioteek  die  interessante  ondervinding 
om  die  eerste  blinde  student  aan  die 
Universiteit  Rhodes  (Mnr.  Max  Kowen) 
te  help.  Ons  betuig  graag  ons  opregte 
dank  aan  die  Nasionale  Biblioteek  vir 
Blindes  en  die  Studentebiblioteek  van 
die  Koninklike  Nasionale  Instituut  vir 
Blindes  (albei  in  Londen)  wat  ons 
ontsaglik  veel  gehelp  het  om  horn  van 
Braille-boeke  te  voorsien.  Ons  is  besonder 
dankbaar  teenoor  die  Brailliste,  mej. 
Canning  en  mej.  Newby,  wat  soms  op 
baie  kort  kennisgewing,  sy  aantekeninge 
en  eksamenvraestelle  getranskribeer  het. 
Ons  is  besig  om  ’n  toenemende  aantal 
studente  aan  ander  universiteite  te  help. 
Die  gewildste  vaake  is  Regte,  Musiek  en 
Fisioterapie.

S.A.  NASIONALE  RAAD  VIR 
BLINDES 

Die  Biblioteek  is  by  die  Tweejaarlikse 
Konferensie  van  die  S.A.  Nasionale  Raad 
vir  Blindes  deur  mnr.

J.  Ellis  (Skakelbeampte)  van  die 
Nasionale  Raad,  se  hulp  dwarsdeur  die 
jaar  word  besonder  hoog  op  prys  gestel.

Comber 
boeke  ontvang  het  voordat  sy  die 
kern  van  die  teenswoordige  Biblioteek 
in  1919  aan  mej.

Etlike  groepe  kinders  het  ons  besoek 
en  ook  ’n  groep  van  die  onderwysers 
wat  ’n  konferensie  in  Grahamstad 
bygewoon  het.

League.  Laasgenoemde  twee  groepe  het 
die  Biblioteek  besoek  en  groot  belang-

Op  31 
Desember  was  die  voorraad  Braille- 
en  Moon-boekdele  21,843  (insluitende 
musiek)  613  van  hierdie  is  geskenk  en 
585  is  aangekoop  gedurende  die  jaar. 

Ons  is  nog  baie  afhanklik  van 
Brailledienste  vir  ons  Afrikaanse  Braille 
en  vir  die  bind  van  ons  Engelse  Braille. 
Die  feit  dat  ons  50%  afslag  toegestaan 
word,  stel  ons  in  staat  om  ons  voorraad 
vinniger  uit  te  brei  en  hiervoor  is  ons 
baie  dankbaar.  162  boekdele  (52  titels) 
Afrikaanse  Braille  is  van  Brailledienste 
ontvang. 

Tot  1964  het  ons  net  een  Bantoe 
Braille-boek  (’n  gedeelte  van  die  Bybel) 
gehad,  maar  Brailledienste  voorsien  nou 
Bantoe-boeke  en  ons  het  alreeds 
„Maroba”  (Sepedi)  en  „Mntanami! 
Mntanami!”  (Zoeloe)  ontvang  en  ons 
sien  uit  daarna  om  in  1965  meer  te 
ontvang. 

Ons  vrywillige  transkribeerders  vul 
nog  steeds  ons  voorraad  Engelse  Braille 
aan,  met  spesiale  aandag  aan  boeke  met 
’n  Suid-Afrikaanse  agtergrond  en  ook 
aantekeninge  vir  studente.  Mev.  Bruce, 
mej.  Canning,  mej.  Craig  en  mev.  Gee 
is  verantwoordelik  vir  die  lees  van 
proewe.  Ongelukkig  is  ons  transkribeer- 
ders aan  die  afneem  en  ons  verkry  nie 
soveel  niiwe  as  wat  ons  graag  wil  he 
nie.  Geluk  aan  mev.  Cohen  en  mnr.  L. 
A.  Staegemann,  wat  in  hul  Braille- 
toetse  geslaag  het.  Ons  sien  uit  daarna 
om  boekdele  van  hul  te  ontvang.  Ons 
betuig  ons  hartlike  dank  aan  die 
volgende:

Nieteenstaande  die  geleidelike  oors- 
kakeling  na  bandboeke  het  ons  nog  191 
platelesers  aan  die  end  van  die  jaar 
gehad  (net  24  minder  as  aan  die  end 
van  1963).  83,686  plate  in  8,105  boek- 
dele  is  uitgestuur  en  ons  voorraad 
bestaan  uit  26,107  plate  (wat  1,864 
boeke  verteenwoordig). 

BANDAFDEUNG 

Aan  die  einde  van  1964  was  die  getal 
bandlesers  127  en  hierdie  getal  sal  ver- 
meerder  sodra  antwoorde  op  briewe, 
waarin  bandtoestelle  aangebied  word, 
ontvang  word.  Ons  het  756  kasette,  wat 
290  titels  dek.  Gedurende  die  jaar  is 
4,054  boeke  in  3,475  kasette  uitgestuur. 
Ons  betuig  ons  opregte  dank  aan  mnr. 
Goodwin,  wat  die  proewe  vir  die  band- 
boeke  gelees  het  en  aan  mnr.  R.  R. 
Levey  vir  tegniese  hulp.  Die  nuwe 
masjien,  wat  die  oorspronklike  een  ver- 
vang  het,  het  die  bandkop'ieertoestel  baie 
verbeter,  en  ons  hoop  om  die  vervaar- 
diging  van  boeke  te  versnel  noudat 
meer  oorspronklike  bande  verkrygbaar  is. 
Ons  is  veel  dank  verskuldig  aan  die 
Nuffield-Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  met  wie 
se  goedgunstige  samewerking  ons  gewel- 
dig  baie  kon  doen  an  die  opbou  van  die 
bandbiblioteek.  Bandhulp  vir  Blindes  was 
so  vriendelik  om  die  bandopname  van 
„OLD  FOUR-LEGS”  van  prof.  J.  L.  B. 
Smith  spesiaal  vir  ons  te  maak.  Die 
samewerking  van  die  Bandbiblioteek  van 
die  Rhodesian  Society  for  the  Blind  and 
Phpsically  Handicapped  deur  oorspronk- 


like bande  en  kasette  uit  te  ruil  was  ’n 
groot  hulp. 

KONTINUKTEIT 

Treffend  by  ’n  terugblik  oor  die  45 
jaar  van  die  Biblioteek  se  geskiedenis  is 
die  kontinuiteit  wat  bewaar  is;  byvoor- 
beeld,  die  Victoria  Girls'  High  School 
en  die  Afdelingsraad  Albanie  (en  ander) 
het  in  1925  bygedra  tot  ons  fondse  en 
hul  doen  dit  vandag  nog.  Mej.  Daisy 
Lang  inspireer  nog  altyd  mense  om 
Braille  aan  te  durf,  nieteenstaaande  die 
ingewikkeldheid  van  die  stelsel,  soms 
mense,  wat  pas  blind  beword  het, 
afskrik.  Eerw.  J.  S.  Lister,  een  van  ons 
eerste  lesers,  help  ons  deur  opsommings 
van  minder  bekende  boeke  te  maak. 

Vier  van  ons  personeelhede  werk  al 
10  tot  15  jaar  in  die  Biblioteek,  terwyl 
mej.  Levick  ’n  dienstyd  van  27  jaar 
voltooi  het.  Drie  maande  spesiale  verlof 
is  aan  haar  toegestaan;  sy  is  van  plan 
om  haar  verlof  in  Engeland  deur  te 
bring. 

„Bop-sessies”  en  modeparades  is  baie 
ver  verwyder  van  die  gesellige  skakeltees 
en  croquet-toernooie  om  geld  in  te  samel, 
mar  ons  vriende  vind  nog  steeds  nuwe 
maniere  waarop  hul  ons  kan  help,  en 
ons  brei  nog  altyd  uit:  in  1925  het  ons 
3,000  Brailleboekdele  versend  en  in 
1964  nie  minder  as  24,000  pakette  nie, 
wat  Braille-,  Moon-,  Plate-  en  Bandboeke 
bevat  het.  Dit  sou  interessant  wees  om 
te  weet  of  die  Biblioteek  se  dienste  in 
die  jaar  2000  A.D.  nog  nodig  sal  wees 
en  of,  teen  daardie  tyd,  elke  blinde 
persoon,  teen  'n  redelike  prys,  van  een 
of  ander  klein  apparaatjie  voorsien  sal 
wees, — lets  wat  horn  in  staat  sal  stel  om 
gewone  skrif  te  kan  lees.  Maar  intussen 
stel  ons  ons  ten  doel  om  tred  te  hou 
met  die  tyd  en  om  die  beste  leesmateriaal 
wat  beskikbaar  is  te  verskaf.
